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On October 15th, just as this issue is going through the bindery, we 
have received notice from the Post Office Department that the revised * 
issue of the new postage stamps for Canada, that were postponed from 
June 6th, will be released on November 15th. We therefore have printed 
this supplement to include a brief mention of the event and have it bound 
in with our regular edition. Readers are familiar with the usual require- 
ments in ordering new issues, thus we confine this announcement to brief 
mention of but part of the P.O.D. announcement. ` 


The stamps being issued on the 15th of November are revised designs 
of those stamps which were previously announeed for issue on the sixth 
of June but which were not issued. 





The 5 new stamps will be placed on sale at principal post offices Nov 15. 





Orders received previously by the Department for the postage stamps 
bearing portraits of His Majesty King George VI which were to have been 
issued on the 6th of June, 1949, will be filled with this revised issue and 
despatched on the 15th of November. No further correspondence is re- 
quired to complete these orders. 


All First Day Covers received by the Department in response to the 
announcement that these stamps would be issued on the 6th of June, 1949, 
will be serviced and posted for return on the 15th of November, the first 
day of issue. No further correspondence is required from patrons to com- 
plete their original orders. 


First Day Cover Service will be provided at the Ottawa, Ontario, Post’ 
Office only, and covers that are being forwarded for this service are to 
be addressed to THE POSTMASTER, OTTAWA, ONTARIO. All covers 
must contain fillers and must be sealed or have the flaps turned in. Do 
not fold covers when forwarding them through the mails, and enclose all © 
covers in an outside cover marked “FIRST DAY OF ISSUE.” 


In addition to the value of the postage desired by the collector to be 
affixed to the cover, a fee of five cents will be charged for servicing each 
cover returned by ordinary mail and 10 cents for each cover returned 
registered or by air mail. All remittances are to be made payable to the 
Receiver General of Canada. 


SALE OF POSTAGE STAMPS PRINTED FOR ISSUE ON THE 
SIXTH OF JUNE, 1949, WHICH WERE NOT ISSUED 


The Department has in stock a quantity of each denomination, one 
cent to five cent, inclusive, of unrevised postage stamps bearing portraits 
of His Majesty King George VI that were printed for issue on the sixth 
of June, 1949, but which were not issued.

NICE MATERIAL 


The writer recently learned of the 
turning up in a Yarmouth, N.S., bank 
of some early bank notes. The stofy 
of them is passingly of interest. 
These notes, two $1 Dominion bills of 
1870 and three $4 1871 Bank of Mont- 
real were brought to the, bank by 
an aviator operating a commercial 
plane carrying lobsters to the Can- 


adian market from somewhere in the 
Boston area. It seems that on these 


trips he went to the American banks 
before a trip to Canada and picked 
up Canadian bank notes for his ex- 
penses in Canada. We presume he 
was one of those thrifty chaps who 
bought these Canadian funds at a 
discount in the U.S. In this particular 
instance the bank of his call only had 
these old Canadian bank bills and 
it was suggested that he take them 
to a Bank of Montreal in Canada, 
either to prove them or secure cur- 
rent funds in exchange, presumably 
the latter. They, of course were re- 
deemabl,. The aviator received cur- 
rent funds and left. Next day, poss- 
ibly learning that there were 
those who would pay a premium for 
them returned to the bank demand- 
ing the old bills back. But, alas, they 
were not available. At least two of 
them are now reposing in collectors’ 
albums. 


BANK NOTES TURN UP 
FAR AFIELD 


Since last issue we received two 
Dominion of Canada 25c shin-plast- 
ers from British Guiana and a $5 
Royal Bank Bill from Yugoslavia. 
One wonders how they turned up in 
these distant places. Remittances 
from Canada arè usually made by 
Bank draft or money order. As re- 
gards Yugoslavia the late war may 
have had something to do with Can- 
adian currency being there as we 
believe funds of outside countries 
were and still are much sought after 
by. European countries. We also 
learn that certain money-lenders in 
China have been found to have old 
Canadian Bank notes, particularly 
shinplasters and possibly items of 
obsolete banks. It is well-known that 
Chinese here are thrifty people and 


the report is long current that their 
earnings largely were sent home by 
them. And it is quite probable they 
sent cash in many instances rather 
than transfer funds through the 
banks. That foreign money often 
turns up here we do not think re- 
markable with immigrants coming 
here every year. But for our cur- 
reney to turn up on the otherside of 
the world seems less easily explain- 
ed as travel by Canadians to some 
of these countries wouldn’t seem te 
be common,

By 1837 it had opened agencies 
in Toronto, Montreal, Quebec, St. 
John and Halifax. 

It did not have a Colonial charter 
and under its Royal charter it was 
denied the privilege of issung notes 
under $4. After the passage of the 
Free Bankng Act of 1850, it was per- 
mitted to do so and by December 31, 
1854 it had outstanding more than 
£150,000 of one and two dollar notes.

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NEW ISSUE SPECULATION 


In a short write-up of the 
B.N.A.P.S. event elsewhere in this 
issue a speaker from the Philatelic 
Branch, Ottawa, intimated that the 





postponed June 6th new issue of 
postage stamps for Canada might 
appear about January. Regarding 


this set, the stamps were ready to go 
but postponed because someone rais- 
ed the point that the words “Postes” 
and “Postage” did not appear on 
them, and now speculation and rum- 
our are arising here and there. One is 
that some of the stamps got out 
somehow and will demand a prem- 
ium. Some of the stamps had been 
delivered to postmasters, or were on 
the way for the June 6th day of 
issue when postponement was made. 
To guard against any of the original 
stamps coming on the market as 
rarities one thought is that the 
P.O.D. will release more of them to 
defeat this possibility, which is all 
to the good. Another speculation is 
that thousands of first day covers 
were received and stamps affixed to 
them ready to go June 6th. The 
P.O.D. has a “poser” there. Many 
of these are specially printed or en- 
graved covers. They can’t very well 
destroy these and the stamps on 
them and issue the new set on plain 
covers. And to reprint or secure

duplicate covers would cost . much 
time and money as would removal 
(if that were possible) of the orig- 
inal stamps on them for replacement 
with the approved issue. We thought 
from the first that this would be a 
hurdle for the P.O.D. It also struck 
us as peculiar that they became dis- 
turbed particularly about a couple of 
missing words at the last minute 
when a couple of previous commem- 
oratives were released without them. 
England has produced stamps for 
over a century without even putting 
her name on them! We often spec- 
ulated about that—more so than 
about this Canadian omission.

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What About the Reford Collection 2 


BY ANONYMOUS 


For more than a quarter of a 
century we have heard of the Reford 
collection, that tremendous accumula- 
tion of the stamps of British North 
America gathered together by Dr. 
Lewis Reford, of Montreal. The good 
doctor has departed, leaving a col- 
lection that represents vast expend- 
itures of cash but nevertheless more 
than the outward and visible evidence 
of money power, for it is the most 
scientifically studied accumulation 
ever to pass under a philatelist 
magnifying glass, watermark de- 
tector and perforation gauge. Doctor 
Reford made a scientific approach to 
the study of all aspects of the dif- 
ferent groups of B.N.A. stamps. 
Possibly he might be reproached as 
a perfectionist, for he was wont to 
establish a philatelic fact today and 
discard it tomorrow in the light of 
deeper research. He was never sat- 
isfied that his findings were final, 
even though based on unlimited study 
material not available to other 
students. 

Doctor Reford did not pratcice 
medicine or surgery, although he 
kept posted in his profession. He 
was widely read, and assimilated 
knowledge from the printed page at 
first reading. Amazing indeed was 
the accuracy of his knowledge of 
general subjects. He had many hob- 
bies, among which we might mention 


gardening and fishing as crowding 
philately in season. 
Many stories will be told about 


Doctor Reford, many of them indicat- 
ing that despite his high station he 
was as human as the rest of us. On 
one occasion the learned doctor pre- 
sented the writer with a sheet of the 
paper money issued by the St. 
Lawrence & Atlantic Railroad, and 
recounted the interesting history of 
that enterprise, after which came 
a visit to a favourite club where the 
story was repeated for the edification 
of some bank president to whom the 
sheet was given, on the promise of 
another on my next visit to his 
office, The doctor’s intentions were 
always good, but not always imple- 
mented. 


We shall always cherish the com- 
pliment paid to us by Doctor Reford 
when he suggested that we resign 
our office position and play with 
stamps in a down-town office suite 
he proposed leasing. Feeling that 
genius and temperment might not 
mix with the dull virtues that we 
might possess, this stamp partner- 
ship never came to pass, though in 
due course the doctor did move into 
the university tower suite that was so 
difficult of access without a private 
telephone number and a definite ap- 
pointment. 

Doctor Reford showed an apprecia- 
tion of anything that was collectable. 
There was the occasion when a lay- 
man collector brought to the suite a 
suitease filled with stamps and other 
material from the accumulation he 
had inherited from his father’s estate. 
asking that it be appraised. Happen- 
ing to be present we were given the 
pleasant task of sorting and came to 
a bundle of old bank bills at once 
coveted for our own modest col- 
lection of paper money—only to learn 
that the Doctor was even more in- 
terested, and able to show us a fine 
selection of rare bank notes. 

The Reford stamp collection was 
mythical and fabulous. No one per- 
son ever had the opportunity or the 
time to see all of it. Such portions as 
each of us were privileged to see at 
one time or another fully warranted 
any play of the imagination concern- 
ing that which we did not see. One 
could not gaze upon five hundred 6d 
Canada without assuming that he 
possessed 744d and 10d stamps in 
proportionate numbers. He once crit- 
icized our immature knowledge of 
the lc 1868 laid paper, a hundred 
dollar stamp, because we could not 
identify four printings. These he il- 
lustrated by groups totaling possibly 
a hundred copies and including a 
rather large mint block. On another 
oceasion the discussion centered 
around the early printings of the 10e 
1859. From that inner sanctum there 
appeared an album with page after 
page of the black browns. Name any 
stamp of which we ordinary mortals

might show one or twu nice copies, 
and he had them in quantity, suf- 
ficient to confirm all vital facts as 
to date of issue, different printings, 
shades, perforations, papers, etc. 

He had _ considerabdle material 
nicely mounted and written up, but 
it was often a shock to see thousands 
of dollars’ worth of a single stamp 
mounted on cheap sheets in a 25e 
Woolworth binder. Only when he was 
sure that he had reached finality in 
any study would he transfer the 
stamps to a proper album. 

Of late years, the question often 
asked was “What will become of 
Doctor Reford stamps?” Over the 
years his stamps became so identified 
with Canadian philately as to be re- 
garded almost as a national property. 
Doctor Reford was intensely Can- 
adian. He looked upon his stamps as 
a segment. of Canadian history. He 


often spoke of presenting at least 
sufficient of them for study and 
comparison to McGill University. 


We think it would be his desire that 
his lifetime of study should not be 
lost through the dissipation of his 
collection before his notes could be 
assembled and edited, to appear as 
“The Reford Book.” As for the final 
disposition of the stamps, it would 
seem only right that this great Can- 
adian collection should either re- 
main in Canada or be absorbed by 
Canadian collectors and dealers. 

Rumor has it that the collection 
may be sold by auction in the United 
States. Such a course would be un- 
wise for three very practical reasons. 
We have reason to- belive that Can- 
adians dealers are ready to outbid 
any American interests. To permit 
these stamps to be thrown on the 
market by any dealer intrested only 
is his commissions from a quick 
sale would not be in the best interests 
of the beneficiaries. Furthermore, 
anything short of a carefully plan- 
ned sale over a period of time would 
undoubted upset seriously the stable 
BNA values now established.

Mr. Campbell, now 
retired from active work is devoting 
his time to research work in con- 
nection with Canadian Postal His- 
tory, of which he is probably its 
leading exponent. The results of his 
findings up to 1946 appear in the 
Canada and Newfoundland Stamp- 
less Cover Catalogue issued in that 
year under the joint authorship of 
Harry M. Konwiser and himself. 

His talk illustrated by covers and 
enlarged tracings of old and seldom- 
ed seen postmarks was exceptionally 
interesting. He told of the many dif- 
ficulties he encountered and the dis- 
couragement he felt when a hot trail 
came to a blind end. But often from 
an unexpected source the desired in- 
formation would come. Since 1946 
much new material has been gather- 
ed but there is still many gaps to a 
full story. The answers might pos- 
sibly be in the material now owned 
by collectors. He would appreciate 
their help in bridging these gaps. 

President Edwards conveyed to Mr. 
Campbell the thanks of the members 
for the time and trouble necessarv 
to come to Toronto. For sometime 
after the meeting closed, members 
were given the opportunity to look 
over the amazing material he had 
brought along with him.

L. J. MILLS, SPEAKER 
AT B.N.A.P.S. EVENT 


The first convention of the British 
North America Philatelic Society 
held at the Stattler Hotel, Buffalo on 
September 16th-18th was very suc- 
cessful. The programme for the three 
days was well arranged and ran 
smoothly. While the number of ex- 
hibition frames did not exceed sixty, 
they contained much rare and inter- 
esting material. 


Lack of sufficient publicity limit- 
ed the attendence which was smaller 
than anticipated. The Toronto Stamp 
Collectors’ Club had a good repre- 
sentation which, with other Toronto 
Collectors made a group of about 
thirty-two, the largest from any one 
place. 

The high spot of the dinner was 
the talk given by L. J. Mills, Dir- 
ector of Financial Service, Post Of- 
fice Department, Ottawa. He spoke 
clearly and with well choosen words, 
emphasied the fact that the primary 
purpose of the Post Office Depart- 
ment was to give quick and effecient 
service in the collecting and des- 
patching of mail. The Philatelic De- 
partment was a small one compared 
with others and was established for 
the one purpose. It was for the con- 
venience of collectors who could ob- 
tain selected centered stamps with- 
out taking up the time of postal 
clerks in the regular post offices. 
Some of the former services were 
being curtailed and others formerly 
operated at a loss would now be put 
on a profitable basis by the imposi- 
tion of a fee.

“Consummatum Est” 


BY LEWIS RAVENSCROFT 


(From Scott’s Monthly Journal, 
June, 1935) 


The writer was present recently 
(on the 14th May, to be exact), at a 
little ceremony which passed un- 
known to the press and the general 
pubulic, but which is of the keenest 
interest to the collector off Canadian 


postage stamps. A newspaper ‘man 
might not regard it as news, but 
doubtless many press representatives 
would have liked to be present. 
Stamp collectors will be glad to 
know that the job was carried out 
faithfully by those who were charged 
with the duty of seeing that it was 
effectually done. 

The scene was a big steel plant 
near the City of Ottawa, Canada. In 
the late afternoon a small group of 
officials and brawny steel workers 
gathered around a huge electric fur- 
nace registering nearly three thou- 
sand degrees Farenheit and witness- 
ed, through densely colored glasses, 
the melting down of nearly a ton of 
steel-engraved dies, transfer-wheels 
and rotary and curved plates from 
which Canadian postage stamps and 
postal stationery have been manu- 
factured during the past five years 
by the British American Bank Note 
Company under their Government

March last. 


Representatives of the Post Office 
Department and the Auditor General 
of Canada, as well as the Bank Note 
Company, individually checked the 
die-blocks, transfer-wheels and plates 
and satisfied themselves that each 
item was thrown into the devouring 
white-hot inferno. A few minutes 
later the furnace door was reopened 
and the officials saw the half-melted 
fragments of steel floating about in 
a seething pool-of flame too dazzling 
for the naked eye. In half an hour 
the furnace was uptilted and an in- 
tensely bright stream of molten steel 
poured out into a ladle which was 
swiftly transported into the shadowy 
recesses of the foundry. Another 
chapter in Canadian philately had 
passed into history. 

Officials stated that it is the in- 
variable practice of the Canadian 
Government to destroy the media 
used in the manufacture of their 
postage stamp issues at the termina- 
tion of contracts. The fact that this 
has been done with more or less of- 
ficial secrecy has given rise to a good 
deal of scepticism among collectors; 
nevertheless it is a fact that at the 
moment no steel dies, transfer-wheels 
or plates of Canadian postage stamps 
or postal stationery exist excepting 
those recently manufactured or at 
present in course of manufacture by 
the Canadian Bank Note Company of 
Ottawa under their new contract with 
the Canadian Post Office Depart-

BANK OF CANADA 


The present Bank of Canada, the 
Government institution which to-day 
issues all of our paper money, is not 

by any means our first Bank 
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Canada. There have been at least two 
others. 

The first was established at Mont- 
real in 1818 under articles of associa- 
tion based on the first charter of the 
Bank of the United States. In 1822 
it was granted a Provincial charter 
with a capital of £200,000. In 1831 it 
ceased operations. 

The second Bank of Canada was 
incorporated in 1858. In the year of 
Confederation, 1867, it changed its 
name to the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce, and, of course, continues .as 
one of our strong Canadian banking 
institutions. 

The above Banks of Canada should 
not be confused with the Canada 
Bank nor the Canada Banking 
Company which will be dealt with at 
a later date.
